ing to reports reaching the Admin- 
istrative Committee of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference at N. 
C. W. C, headquarters here. 

Further, the Administrative Com- 
mittee is informed that many 
Bishops have set aside next Sun- 
day for collections in the churches 
of their dioceses for the hurricane 
sufferers. It is expected that these 
collections will greatly swell the 
amounts already gathered for re- 
lief. 

Some of the Bishops sent funds 
at once to the Bishops of the 
stricken areas. Other funds from 
the Bishops have been sent to the 
Administrative Committee, N. C.

Bishop Noll’s Plea for Missions 


In a stirring address, the Rt. Rev. 
John F.. Noll, Bishop of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., made a plea for support of mis- 
sion work in the rural districts of the 
South and the Southwest. 

Conditions in some of the States in 
these sections are actually worse than | 
in many parts of the foreign mission 
fields, Bishop Noll showed. In 
Georgia, North Carolina and the Salt 
Lake diocese, he pointed out, there are | 
fewer Catholics per thousand of popu- 
lation than in China, 

Bishop Noll warmly praised the 
work and the splendid service done by 
the Catholic Laymen's Association of 
Georgia. He suggested that other 
parts of the country follow the exam- 
ple of this organization in watching 
the secular newspapers for articles 
hostile to the Faith and answering 
them, 

Dr. O'Hara, founder of the Confer- 
ence, presented a resume of his six 
weeks’ experience in Mexico, where he 
went in the course of last Summer and 
made a special study of the agrarian 
situation.

When they 
saw them, some of the officers and 
private persons also turned back to 
get one. Lastly the General, with the 
Commander, came into the cabin, and 
they also took a little medal each.” 

Hurried preparations then began 
for the second serial voyage, that 
which, in all probability, would take 
the Cross to the Pole. The Cross it- 
self had been encased in cork, so that 
should it fall into free water it would 
float. General Nobile expressed his 
regret to Father Gianfranceschi at not 
being able to take him on this flight, 
because the weight of the airship is 
ealeulated with absolute exactness 
down to the last kilogram, and the 
personnel embarking were all indis- 
pensable, either for the working of 
the dirigible or for scientific observa- 
tions and other services. 

Besides, whether the Italia would 
touch the Pole in this excursion was 
still uncertain. Anyhow, if General 
Nobile should reach the Pole, before 
letting the Cross fall or planting it by 
descending on the ice with a nacelle 
expressly prepared, he would advise 
Father Gianfranceschi by wireless, so 
that at the same time he could recite 
the prepared prayers on board the 
Citta de Milano. 

The diary on the 24th of May reg- 
istered: 

“They called me at 1:00 o’clock, say- 
ing that General Nobile wished to 
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communicate with me from the flying
